Troubles Seem Over Now 


Could Not Be 
Better If Rickover 
Had Planned It 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(NJP) — It couldn’t have 
worked out better for Hy- 
man Rickover, the Jew who 
is as reticent about his Jew- 
ishness as he is about his 
scientific achievements. 

Snubbed by the Navy two 
weeks ago when it noted 
ceremoniously at the White 
House the underwater North 
Pole voyage of the Nautilus, 
which he designed, Rickover 
this week was counting his 
blessings. 

They . included the unpre- 
cedented bestowal of a gold 
medal by a joint resolution 
of both Houses of Congress, 
designation by President 
Eisenhower as his personal 
representative to welcomé 
the Nautilus when it reaches 
New York Monday, and an 
apology from the Navy it- 
self. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Rickover, 
who considered herself 
slighted for not being hon- 
ored with the privilege of 
launching one of the new 
nuclear subs, is going to 
have that honor soon, 

Rickover, since 1953, hasn’t 
known whether he would be 
kicked out of the Navy or 
not, since Navy promotion 
boards were most unani- 
mous in not recommending 
him for advancement. Once 
it took Congress itself to 
save Rickover from manda- 
tory retirement. He now 
needs a promotion to vice- 
admiral, if he is not again 
to be faced with retirement. 

There is little doubt now 
that Rickover will get the 
promotion this time.

Parents’ Lax Maral Behavior 
Confuses Children, Says Rabbi 


STARLIGHT, Pa.. (NJP) — 
Jewish parents are failing their 
children by not providing them 
with proper spiritual and ethical 
guidance, a prominent American 
rabbi charged here last week. 

DR. IRA EISENSTEIN of 
Chicago, addressing the confer- 
ence of 80 teen-age regional 
leaders of the B'nai B'rith Youth 
Organization, asserted that Jew- 
ish youth today is “altogether 
confused because they cannot 
see what effect, either belonging 
or believing, has upon moral 
behavior of individuals.” 

Dr. Eisenstein said teenagers 
cannot be expected to be “more 
ethical and moral than their par- 
ents. 

“ALL ABOUT them they. see 
some of the most active Jews 
who are dishonest in their busi- 
nesses and occupations, while at 
the same time some of the truly 
ethical people have had no for- 
mal Jewish training and even 
shun organized Jewish life.” 

Eisenstein was equally critical 
of the structure of organized 
Jewish religious life. 





“Jewish, adults seem to think 
that having established three 
major denominations they have 
Solved the problem for their 
children. All the young people 
have to do is choose one of the 
denominations. 

“THE FACT is however, that 
none of the three. groups offers 
a clear-cut program of Jewish 
belief and practice. Each is a 
loose confederation of more or 
less like-minded people, who are 
not prepared to make an issue 
of doctrine because they are teo 
concerned about keeping their 
organization intact. 

“The result is confusion for 
most young people,” Eisenstein 
said. The solution is an enriched 
religious school curriculum that 
would stress values of living and 
ethical life. It is not enough te 
know only about God. Prayer, 
rituals and religious practices 
generally.” 

At same time, he said, “par- 
ents should provide their chil- 
dren with kind of a home en- 
vironment that sets an example 
for ethical living.”

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ROSH HASHANA OPENING 
OF SCHOOLS FINDS

LOS ANGELES (NJP)—There 
is an uneasiness in the Jewish 
community. on the . scheduled 
opening of the city’s schools on 
Rosh Hashana.

HAIFA—The major disturbing element of the 
Middle East situation is the uncertainty. 

The possibilities are so many and the complica- 
tions so numerous that it is difficult to assay the 
course which events may take. 

This is not a simple matter of guessing: Which 
side will win? There are many 
sides and many parties. There are 
internal influences and external 
influences. There are allies who 
don’t trust each other, and there 
are enemies who are potential al- 
lies. No matter what agreement 
may be made by a government in 
power, there is always an assassin 
lurking to upset things completely. 

With full knowledge of these 
disturbing elements, yet after long

and considered study of the Middle East, I venture 
to set forth my own predictions as to what is apt 
to happen, with special reference to Israel's posi- 


moral justification to remain, and the Western 
powers still act according to certain moral prin- 
ciples which unfortunately the rest of the world 
considers old-fashioned. 


JORDAN CANNOT exist as an independent 
country without foreign support. Egyptian-Syrian 
control may come gradually, insinuating itself into 
power over a short period of time, or it may come 
quickly, by a military move. 

In the latter event, Israel’s only course of 
action appears to be clear, Israel troops will move 
at once in all directions. 

The first step will be to occupy completely the 
remaining portion of Palestine, this side of the 
Jordan River. The city of Jerusalem will be sur- 
rounded, and cut off from all reinforcement, but 
Israel will proclaim to the world that Jerusalem, 
as a holy city, will not be attacked, bombed or 
made the target of any military activity, no matter 
how great the provocation. The Jordanian troops 
therein will be neutralized, though any assaults 
upon the Israeli new city of Jerusalem will be 


can be done to undo what has been done. Order 
all invaders of Jordan to leave, and restore the 
Jordanian government? Unthinkable. Egypt-Syria 
would never agree, and besides the government 
of Jordan -has always been reeognized as an arti- 
ficial creation anyhow, It will be beyond restoring, 

HOW CAN Israel be asked to vacate the por- 
tions which it has occupied on this side of the 
river? Vacate it and hand it over to whom? Cer- 
tainly not to Egypt-Syria? It never belonged to 
them. Historically, it has always been part’of the 
whole of Palestine, or whatever government was in 
control here. 

If Egyptian-Syrian occupancy of the major part 
of Jordan is permitted, then Israel’s occupancy of 
Cis-Jordan also must be affirmed. 

However, Israel will compromise to the extent 
of withdrawing from those areas which it holds 
beyond the old borders of Palestine. In the Arab 
world such withdrawals can be widely advertised as 
a victory, and Arab face and prestige will be saved, 
permitting their governments to come to terms.

The many examples dotting 
the pages show how faulty Jew- 
ish education and false ideas of 
wordliness have led to disinte- 
gration of whole communities. 

This is not alone a study, but 
a warning, that should be read 
not alone by the laity, but by 
many rabbis and other leaders 
who have actually given aid, by 
malfeasance or neglect, to the 
process of self-destruction.

Much of the philosophy of the 
educational, developmental, and 
behavior systems involved is 
addeg to the study.

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GUIDE OR CODE? 


RABBI AMIEL WOHL of Waco, Tex., like a good many 
other rabbis throughout the United States who see the need 
and act upon it, has printed in his bulletin a list of things 
a U. S. Jewish ‘family should do as part of its Jewish ob- 
servance. 5; 

POST and OPINION readers will not require an in- 
terpretation from the editor to recognize that this is in fact 
a minimum code or guide, even though the rabbi may not 
have intended it that way and was concerned only with 
achieving some portion of Jewish observance in the home by 
his congregation. 

THE RECENT convention of the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis (Reform) indicated that the question of a 
guide or code, which up until now the old guard has fought 
against bitterly, will be restudied. The fear is that such a 

uide will become a code, and lead to a crystallization of 
Reform practice. 

Obviously this is a possibility, but every act of any 
human always has attached to it a calculated risk, otherwise 
the person would not be human. Yet this calculated risk does 
not deter rabbis, Reform or otherwise, from taking stands 
on current questions and taking action called for by current 
situations. 

A MINIMUM GUIDE is a summing up, nothing more, 
of such activities and decisions. 

Here is Rabbi Wohl’s “guide”: 

HALLOW YOUR HOUSE 

Except the Lord build the house, they labor in vain 
that build it. So each of us surely must endow our 
homes with the spirit of our faith, the symbols of our 
way of life, the spiritual and cultural treasures of our 
people, and the living practices of our heritage. 

® As soon as you move into a new home, a special 
service of Thanksgiving and consecration should be 
done. 

@A mezuza should be put on the doorpost of the 
entrance of the home, to remind us that God lives with 
us in the house. 

®Symbols of the Sabbath and Festivals should be 
used as decorations and objects of beauty about the 
house. 

@ Every home should have a collection of books, 
periodicals, art objects, records pertaining to Judaism. 

®Every meal should begin with a blessing and 
grace afterwards. 

® Every member of the clan ought to recite prayers 
on going to bed and on rising. 

®Time should be set aside for family reading of 
the Bible and other great Jewish books. 

® Holidays and symbols of other faiths are alien to 
the spirit of Judaism and therefore should not be coun- 
tenanced in the home. 


MUST BE SIGNED 


THE POST AND OPINION refuses to print letters 
.unless they are signed by the letterwriters. Many news- 
papers, for reasons they consider valid, permit letterwriters 
to remain anonymous. 

Either procedure has its weaknesses, but we prefer to 

limit the letters in our Freedom of the Press section to only 
those who are willing publicly to stand behind what 
they say. 
THIS MEANS that those who wish to reach our readers 
with a legitimate complaint cannot do so if it happens that 
their welfare depends on someone whom they feel should 
be exposed. 

For instance, this week there is a letter signed by only 
‘A Young Orthodox Housewife.” In a note she explains her 
position. 
“T am not signing my name to this letter because 

I am familiar with the tactics of the Butcher Associa- 
tion. It frightens me very much to think of the physical 
harm that might come to my husband, children or 
myself if my identity were known. I have written this 
letter only because my conscience commands me to 
do so.” 

Now you see our predicament. 

THE POINT of view which this letterwriter wishes to 
express cannot reach you because of our policy. 

On the other hand, this same policy is in the nature of 
a protection against abuse of the freedom of the press. It 
assures you that only those statements which a positively- 
identified person is willing to stand behind will be allowed 
to influence our readers. 

WHEN WE SAY positively-identified, this also needs 
explaining. We have some writers who actually sign a 
name and address, but it isn’t theirs, as we determine when 
we either check the telephone directory, or return the let- 
ter for better identification. 


INCONSISTENT 


* WE REGARD AS fine that the delegation of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee touring South America took the 
time to make visits to the offices of two daily Yiddish news- 
papers in Buenos Aires. 

We wish that the American Jewish Committee had the 
same regard for the Jewish press of North America, includ- 
ing one of the ideals that this press holds dear—freedom of 
the press. 

IT HAS BEEN the sad experience of more than one 
National Jewish POST and OPINION reporter to be evicted 
from the annual conventions of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. 

Only one other national Jewish organization follows 
this procedure, and we'll let it be unnamed, 
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Moshe Kohn, our former managing editor, 
who has moved to Israel with his family, takes 
issue with our editorial urging Israel to bring 
the remains of Vladimir Jabotinsky “home” 
(NJP, July 25). 

Jabotinsky is now buried in a Long Island 
grave, 

Here is Moshe’s view: 


About your editorial on Jabotinsky—this 
is no common pettiness on Ben-Gurion’s 
part. He has no objection to private individ- 
uals or groups transferring remains to 
Israel. 

But he is adamantly opposed to making a 
public cult and ritual out of it, by having the 
government extend invitations. 

There are dead Zionists to whom Ben- 
Gurion was closer politically and personally 
than Jabotinsky whose remains he refuses 
to have officially “invited.’? He does not con- 
sider himse'f bound apparently, by the terms 
of Jabotinsky’s will, irrespective of Jabotin- 
sky’s place in history and the merits of his 
desires to have his remains “officially” 
transferred. 

On this, there are people here who admire 
Jabotinsky who are inclined to go along with 
B-G. 

So in this respect B-G is “the man history 
is prepared to say he is.” Because in this 
he is continuing the fight—a fight he is 
waging on all possible fronts—against cult- 
ism, against the sort of thing many people 
object%t to, as you may recall, when Herzl’s 
remains were brought here: uniforms, stand- 
ing at attention, gun salutes, torchlights, etc. 


NATURALLY THERE is something to what 
Moshe says, but we stick to our guns. 

There are ca'culated risks in many things 
that any government does, and valid as are the 
arguments of Ben-Gurion, it seems to us that 
they should not apply in the case of Jabotin- 
sky, with whose action program Americans 
were in great sympathy, perhaps much more 
than the Israelis recognize. 


THE FIRE THAT was built in the Amer- 


ican Jewish community prior to 1948 was to a 
greater extent than will be conceded stoked by 
the Revisionists, who are the heirs of Ja- 
botinsky. 

In case anyone gets the suspicion that we 
were a Jabotinsky supporter, then his intui- 
tion is correct. We never met the Zionist hero, 
but Jacob de Haas, his right-hand man was our 
friend, and de Haas named us on the honorary 
reception committee to welcome Jabotinsky on 
his final visit tothe U. S. 


WE ALWAYS were a member of the ZOA, 
never the Revisionists, but we suspect that in 
those days, you couldn’t make a separation be- 
tween the two, and if anything most Ameri- 
can Jews supported Jabotinsky’s program, if 
not his techniques, 


RABBI RICHARD C. Hertz, of Temple 
Beth El, in Detroit, in answering a letter from 
me seeking a correspondent for The POST 
and OPINION in his city, dropped me a card 


from Oden, Mich., which must be where he ~ 


was vacationing. 

I read the message and laid the card down 
before noticing that the opposite side was a 
lovely photograph of the temple. It was in 
tasteful colors and made a deep impression 
on me, which may be because my avocation 
is synagogue architecture anyway. 

BUT THIS struck me as a fine thing for 
the congregation.

SHOFETIM: 


On the Nature 
Of Justice 


y

Our tradition is justice minded. It be- 
lieved that love, when converted from senti- 
ment to action, became justice or that loving 
kindness when applied to a group became 
justice. And it was interested in the substance 
of justice—not merely its form. 

Thus it commanded the judges: “Thou 
shalt not wrest judgment; thou shalt not re- 
spect persons; neither shalt thou take a gift, 
for a gift doth blind the eyes of the wise, and 
pervert the words of the righteous.” 


THE PRIESTS who were to serve as courts 
of appeal were to be freed from the necessary 
compromises of earning a livelihood. The com- 
munity was to give them that security which 
would place them beyond the reach of overt 
influence. 


The law was to be clearly stated, written 
down and available to inspection, Witnesses 
were carefully examined and severely pun- 
ished for perjury. No one could be found guilty 
of a capital offense on the testimony of only 
one witness and no one could incriminate him- 
self above the law. The king was instructed to 
abide by the written law. The law was sov- 
ereign., 


EVEN IN THE emergency of war, justice 
was not to be detoured. Consider these modi- 
fications of the draft: 


“And the officers shall speak unto the 
people, saying: What man is there that hath 
built a new house and not dedicated it? Let 
him go and return unto his hourse, lest he die 
in battle and another man dedicate it... 


“And what man is there that hath a be- 
trothed wife, and hath not taken her? Let him

go and return unto his house, lest he die in 
battle and another man take here .,. 


“WHAT MAN IS there that is fearful and 
faint-hearted? Let him go and return unto his 
house, lest his brethren’s heart melt as his 
heart.” 

Cities of refuge were to be established so 
that those who killed accidentally or unwit- 
tingly could find official sanctuary from the 
avenger of blood. This early sharp distinction 
between premeditated murder and unpremed- 
itated is one of the truly great ethical achieve- 
ments of the Mosaic code. 

Legal justice, important as it was, is not 
enough. There must be social justice. 


“A PROPHET will the Lord thy God raise 
up unto thee, from the midst of thee, of thy 
brethren, like unto me; unto him shall ye 
hearken.” 


It was the glory of Israel that in the checks 
and balances of the Judaic community, the 
prophet was set over and against the kings and 
priests on the one hand the the people on the 
other, Against the tyranny of power and the 
corruption of the mob, the prophets hewed te 
the plumb line of the law. They made Tora 
the life and the length of our days. 
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CRONBACH ANALYZES INADEQUACIES, SEES 
HETEROGENEOSNESS, PLEADS FOR TOLERANCE 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 


Among the topics discussed 
these days before Jewish gath- 
erings and in Jewish periodicals 
is the revival of religion. Ref- 
erence is made to the growing 
number of congregations and to 
the increasing membership of 
congregations. 

At the same time, the trend is 
often deprecated as superficial. 
We are told that, with all the 
fanfare, there is scant evidence 
of deepening spirituality (what- 
ever that may mean) or of 
sounder Jewishness (whatever 
that may mean). 

If IS NOTED that, to a con- 
siderable extent, people become 
identified with a congregation 
after they move to the suburbs. 
Suburbs constitute small com- 
munities. In a small commun- 
ity, the individual is more con- 
spicuous than in a large com- 
munity. Persons who, while 
living in a huge city, remain de- 
tached from the synagogue, oft- 
en affiliate with the synagogue 
when they shift their abcde to a 
less populous center. 

Another factor seems to have 


been the recent extension of | 


prosperity. A person who, in 
days of lesser resources, remains 
aloof from a congregation, may 
join a congregation when his 
means become ampler. 

NOR ARE these the only un- 
exalted features that our critics 
can discern. One critic sees, in 
the prevailing expansion, a Jew- 
ish urge to do as the Gentiles 
do. Belonging to a church is 


American usage. Properly to 
match his American’ environ- 
ment, the Jew feels that he 


must Similarly belong. The 
Catholic adheres to the Catholic 
church, the Protestant to a Pro- 
testant Church. The Jew would 
be out of accord did he not cor- 
respondingly adhere to a syna- 
gogue. 

In its vestry or its annex, the 
synagogue has become a plage 
for dances, for Scout troop gath- 
erings, for games, repasts, and 
other forms of conviviality. 

ONE WILL FIND not alone 
the accessory areas of the syna- 
gogue but even its main audi- 
jorium serving as a hall for lec- 








tures and_ discussions which 
have little to do with Judaism 
or with religion. In the syna- 
gogal school, the stress on learn- 
ing is meager by comparison 
with the parties, the picnics, the 


skits, the pageants, the ‘club 
meetings, and other types of 
merriment. While the services 


of worship are but sparsely at- 
tended, those extraneous activ- 
ities elicit ardent response. All 
of this has prompted adverse 
comment. Says one of the 
critics: “The synagogue serves 
more as a social center than as 
a religious sanctuary.” 

Familiar are those Jewish per- 
sons who, except on the High 
Holy Days, attend religious serv- 
ices only on the anniversaries 
commemorating their dead. And 
there are those whose temple 
membership fills no other pur- 
pose than that of procuring lots 
in the temple’s cemetery. 


NOT SELDOM do we hear the 
troubled remark that certain 
people, who rarely if ever at- 
tend the synagogue’s_ services. 
exercise leadership in the organ- 
izational aspects of the syna- 
gogue or in Jewish benevolenees 
or in Jewish public relations or 
other projects remote from Jew- 
ish worship, Jewish learning, or 
Jewish observance. 

The critics are not so out- 
spoken when it comes to con- 
structive proposals. According 
to our critics, much obtains that 
ought not to be. They tell us 
less Clearly what ought to he. 
Surely our critics would hard!y 
want us of America to rave with 
the fervor of the Cabalisis or of 
the Hasidim. Nor would they 
expect of us the piety described 
in the Talmud, the piety of 
those who, praying thrice a day, 
gave three hours to every de- 
votiona] period. 

REGARDLESS of the insistent 
other demands upon ovr time, 
do our critics wish us to hecome 
familiar with the Hebrew langu- 
age and Jiterature? Or do they 
ask of us the traditional abh- 
stinences now from food, now 
from work or riding or writing 
or telephoning? Would they

Bernard Malamud has_ been 
widely praised for his books and 
stories, many of them with Jew- 
ish themes. 

His novel, “The Assistant,” 
tells about a poor Italian who 
wrongs and then aids a Jewish 
grocer and ends up converting 
to Judaism apparently out of 
love for the grocer’s daughter. 

His book of stories, “The

ings, the benedictions, the prayer 
shawls, the head coverings, the 
phylactery windings, the dietary 


inhibitions in an environment 
immeasurably different from 
that in which those practices 


originated and thrived? While 
our critics are not explicit on 
these points, their remarks in- 
duce our guessing that at least 
some of this embraces what they 
have in mind. 

The truth of the matter is 
that, heterogeneous as may have 
been our Jewish ancestry, we of 
today are vastly more hetero- 
geneous. We stem from back- 
grounds and live in surround- 
ings highly diversified. Among 
us, variety as to tastes and pref- 
erences is inevitable. 


WE MAY BERATE the totali- 
tarianism of an Antiochus or of 
a Hitler; yet, of totalitarianism. 
our Own souls may not be en- 
tirely clean. Eventually we may 
have to recognize that there are 
unbridgeable gaps. Each group 
will have to content itself with 
following its own predilections. 
Demanding that its own prefer- 
ences be respected, each group 
will have to yield a parallel re- 
spect to the preferences of the 
others. 

This applies no less when re- 
ligion becomes equated .with 
fine human _ relationships. We 
may have discovered that “to 
comprehend all is to pardun all.”’ 
We may concur in the maxim of 
Hillel: “Judge not thy fellow 
man until thou art come into 
his place.” We may agree with 
Rabbi Abbahu that it ‘s better 
to be one of the persecuted than 
to be one of the persecutors. We 
may applaud the dictum of Ben 
Zoma that one’s truest honor 
consists not in the honors one 
receives but in the honors one 
bestows. We may admit that 
our most exasperating opponent. 
are as sincere and conscientious 
about their convictions as we 
are about ours. We may ac 
claim the view of those Jewish 
teachers who held that chang- 
ing a foe into a friend is the 
highest form of heroism. 


INSTEAD of carving to out- 
strip, and  outrival 
others, aspire to help 
others, to understand others, to 
co-operate with others. It can 
be our persuasion that the evok- 
ing of Jove and respect is tke 
loftiest service one human _ be- 
ing can render any other hu- 
man being. This can be our re- 
ligion. This can be our Juda- 
ism. This can be our devout- 
ness whether we do or do not 
participate in the ritua's or in 
any of the synagogal events. 

Yet, here also, it must be con- 
ceded that this is but one pref- 
erence out of many. Nothing 
vests this preference with a 
valadity lacking in any of the 
other preferences. {This prefer- 
ence is unique in only cne re- 
spect: It grants the validity of 
those other preferences, though 
each of those other preferences 
claims validity for itself alone. 


AS WE LOOK upon the Jew- 
ish scene, the wisest we can say 
is that, so long as no one ex: 
ploits, oppresses, or injures an- 
other, each ‘shall be unhampered 
in following his or her own 
choice. Regarding certain diver- 
gences which prevailed in Juda- 
ism ages ago, it was declared:

View of US Jewry’s Future

Out here on the prairies, you 


can understand a little better 
that Ben-Gurion is right about 
the fading away of a Jewry 
Right to a degree. It is also 
easily understandable why the 
Jewry of Holland should elect 
to go to Israel, because of their 
small number. 

I WILL NOT agree that Amer- 
ican Jewry will disappear. but it 
will be such that what was of 
and in Judaism, that made Jews 
rather distinctive, and gave them 
unique qualities and afforded 
them with the strengths and 
forces to make contributions toe 
their habitats will become com- 
pletely dissipated. You will, for 
the most part and places have 
a community, Jewish in latel, 
bound by the pressures of anti- 
Semitism and the adventure of 
Israel (some of them) which 
will be like the Gentiles, and 
devoid of the marginality which 
permitted Jews to be seers and 
prophets wherever we were. We 
inevitably will be caught up on 
the civilization as it is. Indeed, 
we will be loyal Jews, but that 
which was our being will be 
gone and substituted for it 2 
facade of grandiose buildings 
dedicated to furthering our so- 
cial exploits and activities. 

THE RABBI may laber, and 
make progress, but here he i- 
Judaism, in a sense. He is the 
spiritual sacrifice and the atone- 
ment for the _ unintentiona! 
apathy, indifference and arro- 
gance which is the beguiling 
make-up of our parishioners be- 
cause of the adverse pressures 
cf what society and the spirit 
of self-indulgence, competition 
and other questionable virtues 
effect on them. 

It becomes increasingly clear- 
er, I would presume to say, now 
the rabbi may measure kis suc- 
cess by how much activity he 
generates, and how he attunes 
himself with the best interests 
of his people, and these things 
keep the group loyalty and do 
so good in deepening the per- 
ception and appreciation to the 
eternal verities that we hold to 
be supreme. 

BUT THAT these verities can 





become the lode stars @f our 
people is to ask too much, be- 
cause they are too much of this 
world. And unless these verities 
can permeate and saturate the 
being of our parishioners, enough 
jo change certain idea and be- 
havior patterns, I fear that eur 
faith can only be a badge of 
identification and a reminder to 
our people, that there is an- 
other and truer path. 

The dilemma then lies in the 
fact that Judaism is of the East 
in iis real genius, and not of 
the Occident. The contributions 
that we have made in scientific 
scholarship are also western and 
to be appreciated, but they do 
not add to the spirituality or the 
verve of belief and action on the 
part of the true believer. 

If we seek to survive as a re- 
ligious faith or real import I 
do not believe we can do it here. 
We can preserve and maintain 
ourselves but more because of 
overt pressure than inner di- 
rected Jonging. 

THEN THE HOPE for a Juda- 
ism which will again be all in- 
clusive lies in the state of Is- 
rae] and whether or not they 
will increase and compound the 
Jewish wealth of the spirit will 
depend on whether they are 
able to avoid westernization t9 
the complete and total degree of 
which now there is real danger. 

For the civilization which the 
west has spawned is not one re- 
ceptive io the truths and the 
way which is ours, 

THEN it becomes incumbent 
to examine ourselves, and not to 
foreflush about our temporal 
success here on this continent, 
ang to shout of religious re- 
vival and not to vaunt ourselves 
upon a colossal upsurge of Jewry 
as we hear from our organiza- 
tional organs, but to investigate. 

The answers perhaps lie in a 
non-rational approach, rather 
than a reasonable one, for we 
see that our rational western 
world is quite insane. To return 
man io the mystery and knowl- 
edge of self and his individual 
relationship with the Divine.
